Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, "the rectifier bridge is 
connected to the inverter bridge directly without a DC capacitor unit acting as an 
intermediate energy storage" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Applicant is required to use the transition phrase "comprising n , "consisting of, 

etc, in place of 'characterized in that' according to US practice. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claims 1 and 4 are objected to because the preamble claims a DC intermediate 
circuit has capacitor as shown on drawing as well as in the claim 1 , line 21-22 and in the 
claim 4, line 14-15 claims without DC capacitor unit is confusing. Further clarification 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Salama (U.S. Patent # 6,801 ,441) in combination with Umezu (U.S. Patent # 
4,656,571). 

Salama discloses claimed invention a pulse width modulated frequency converter 
(figure 1), including a rectifier (figure 1, item 10), a controlled inverter (figure 1, item 11), 
a PWM controller (column 2, line 30-35). However Salama does not disclose the 
utilization of the technique for a single-phase rectifier bridge connectable to a sinusoidal 
single-phase supply. Umezu teaches the utilization of the similar technique for single- 
phase rectifier bridge connectable to a sinusoidal single-phase supply (figure 1 and 2a). 
It would have been obvious one having an ordinary skill in the art at the time invention 
was made to modify Salama's frequency converter by utilizing the technique taught by 
Umezu for the purpose of increase the stability of power supply. In regards to claims 2-3 
and 5-7, Salama in combination with Umezu discloses claimed subject matters such as 
DC capacitor unit, filter inductor.
